tion. 
Through the death of Senator Sam- j 
iud M. Ralston, a Democrat, Indiana 
will elect two Senators this fall. Rob­ 
inson, appointed to Ralston’s place, 
seeks to retain his seat during the re -! 
mainder of the term, which expires in 
1929. Watson is running for the full 
six-year term. 
14 Candidates In Race 
On Only one other occasion has the) 
Hoosier state named two Senators at 
the same election. Iii I Old Watson de­ 
feated Tom Taggart, appointed to suc­ 
ceed Ben Shively, who had died in of­ 
fice. 
That year Harry S. New, now 
Postmaster-fikneral, also was elected 
over John Kern, a Democrat, who 
sought re-election. 
Seven Republicans and as many 
Democratic candidates are entered. 
Opposing Watson is Claris Adams, for­ 
mer Marion county prosecutor.

inson has four opponents, Arch G. f 
Graham, of South Bend; Oswald Ryan, 
of Anderson; Ward B. Diner and 
James R. Norrell, a negro physician, 
of Indianapolis. 
Six Democrats For I .on g Term 
Six Democrats seek the right to op­ 
pose the winner of the Watson-Adams 
race. They are: William Cullop, Vin­ 
cennes; George Rauch, Marion; Albert 
Stump, L. Ert Slack and L. William 
Curry, Indianapolis, and John E. Fred­ 
erick, Kokemo. Cullop and Rauch for­ 
merly were members of the House of 
Representatives.

All of Indiana’s thirteen members of 
the House of Representatives are 
standing for re-election.

was a dead tree. 
The 
tree 
broke 
about six feet from the ground. 
At 
the place where it broke it was ten 
inches in diameter. After it had fall­ 
en it was found that the stump was 
partly hollow, that an insect, presum­ 
ably a wasp, had bored into it. There 
was nothing before the fall to indicate 
that wasps had bored into it or that 
the tree was partly h o l l o w or decayed. 
It was covered with bark. There was 
no evidence before u.< from 
which a 
jury could find that an examination 
of the tree before the f a l l would have 
revealed any defect or decay in it. It 
was argued by 
the plaintiff that, as 
the tree was dead, it w a s , therefore, 
knowingly likely t<» 
f a l l , and it was 
the duty of the d e f e n d a n t to remove 
the tree, simply because it was dead. 
We cannot agree that, the death of a 
tree renders it dangerous and unsafe 
for persons to be under it or near it. 
Any one w'ho has knowledge of timber 
or trees or timberlands 
k n o w s very 
well that a dead tree is not, simply 
because it is dead, any more likely to 
fall than a living trtM\ 
“The defendant, by opening the road 
and maintaining the hotel and place of 
accommodation, invited the public to 
enter and travel upon that road. They 
did not by that become guarantors of 
their safety. 
They owed to the pub­ 
lic ordinary care. Of Course, it is the 
duty to them to remove from that 
road or the sides of it any or all ob­ 
structions which 
b y ordinary means 
they could determine might likely fall 
on those traveling there. 
They were 
not bound to make a microscopic ex­ 
amination of each tree to ascertain its 
condition. 
“The motion to dismiss the nonsuit 
is denied.”
